HAWAIIAN 
ANNEXATION. 


Ov OF our happy American tendencies is to acquire 
a small stock of vague, general and picturesquely 
inexact information of small countries outside of our 
home circle. A large proportion of us know the 
Hawaiian Islands to have been ruled over by a savage Queen, and to 
be the home of volcanos, Kanakas, leprosy and Claus Spreckels. Now 
that the map of the United States seems not unlikely to be amended by 
the addition of these islands, we shall doubtless hasten to perfect, our 
working knowledge of their resources and peculiar value. And, when we 
come to make this study, we shall note this truth of striking significance: 
that if it were feasible to build coaling stations out in the ocean at points 
where Nature had neglected to provide the customary facilities, we should 
doubtless have selected the location of these islands as one advantageous 
site; and a government contractor would long since have begun a life of 
easy affluence upon the proceeds of the work. The spot might have been 
a few degrees to the east or west, but it would probably have occupied that 
familiar point of nearness which American idiom renders as ‘‘ right around 
there some place.”” And, after the coaling station had been built, we would 
have perceived its value as a strategic point, and thereupon, with becoming 
frankness, we would have accused ourselves of foresight.

We heartily commend Nature’s smartness in locating these islands, 
even though the time may not yet be ripe for us to collaborate with her in 
taking them under our starred and striped wing. While reasons for and 
against such a move marshal themselves with equal and imposing facility, 
here are a few points of which we may feel assured: The Hawaiian Islands 
are nearer to us than any other. We are the only great nation that does 
n’t own land on the Pacific Ocean. Our time-honored policy of acquiring 
no territory beyond our ‘‘ natural” boundary does not suffer from discreet 
violation. Mr. Seward proved this when he went shopping in Russia and 
bought Alaska; and Texas and California were regarded as aliens, not so 
very long ago. We have extended a fatherly care to Hawaii for fifty years, 


and so it seems right and consistent that we should listen to her request 


for a more personal protection.

Above all, our deliberations should be marked by a complete dis- 
regard of minor and extraneous influences; one of which is the fact that 
some sugar planters in the islands hold stock which would be bulled by 
annexation. It seems cruelly unjust to the private Many that a private 
Few should profit directly by such a course, but a good, reliable National 
Policy that knows its business, won’t bother its head about such small 
matters. We must also effectually and persistently ignore the characteristic 
attitude of Great Britain in this matter, even though in doing so we rudely 
affront a great many people who belong to what Mr. Theodore Roosevelt 
has recently called ‘‘the colonial survival.” By this phrase Mr. Roosevelt 
designates a certain class of Americans (by birth) who have not yet got it 
clearly into their heads that this country has passed its experimental stage 
as a nation, and has, for sometime past been able to assume a separate 
and equal station among the other powers of the world. It is a class noisy 
out of all proportion to its character, influence or value. We heard it 
protesting two years ago that the United States was not fit to have a 
World’s Fair all by itself; and now we hear the same little set of people 
shrilly crying out that the United States is not grown-up enough to 
indulge in a real, live, adult annexation of an ocean island.

Lord Salisbury would doubtless say, with a cold, haughty stare, 
which would mask a wistful yearning, that such an act would be a most 
indelicate offence against good taste; and the gruesome colonials, review- 
ing Great Britain’s traditional sensitiveness in the matter of stray islands 
and continents, and fearful of writhing under the British sneer, would call 
it ‘bad form” and ‘ positively low; ” and possibly they might even refer 
to the land of their birth as a vulgar cad of an upstart. In a more specific 
way they would assert that our policy won’t allow it, you know. Well, it’s 
time that our policy was ‘let out,” or that we should be measured for a 
new and larger one; not a dress-suit policy, but one that will wear well 
every day, and allow us to expand with comfort. After that we should n’t 
be bothered by these growing pains. To those whose sympathy may go 
out to Lord Salisbury in his possible distress we can only say that the an- 
nexation of Hawaii would be anglomania, pure and simple. By taking a 
good thing when we can get it, we only pay a delicate tribute to the worthy 
English iaea of good form. So, if it be found wise to put a few more 
pages of United States into the geography book, we shall order it done; 
and the order will be carried out with that promptness and efficiency which 
have secured respect for American decrees in the past.
